Viinxa, Oct, 12 — The police authorities 
hare furnished to the press an account of the 
recently discovered plot to kill the emperor 
and destroy the city.

vealed. The scheme, which wa» one of dia- 
bolical Ingenuity, was hatched In America, 
and directed by person* residing In tliat 
couDtry and in London, but wa« being- «arrle<l 
out mainly by Viennese Anarchists lately re- 
turned from America. Ona group waa de- 
tailed to burn the city, and the group bad 
charge of the dynamite operations, and still 
another group forged the necessary official 
documents and coin money for the expenses 
of the enterprise. 

Parties were detailed to set fire to the pal- 
aces and superb buildings in the suburbs of 
Penzing, I ntermeirtling, Hetendorf, Meid- 
ling, the frontier district and elsewhere. The 
police, after learning of the plot, refrained 
from interference until the plans of the con- 
spirators were nearly matured. Those con- 
cerned were mostly Czechs and Germans.
